command attention, Emanating from an 


ex-Governor of Kentucky and an ex- 


Senator of the Congress of the United 
States—a man of large views and experi- 
ence in aflaire—a man who is ambitious

dence of his fellow-citizens—the very 


temperate and incisive suggestions pre- 
sented for popular consideration are 
entitled to all possible respect. This they 
ill unddubtedly receive from Kentucky, 
and, we tryst, from reflecung people 
everywhere.

When the office of the St. Louis Repub- 
lican was burned down, about a year ago, 
there appeared in the St. Louis Democrat 
a very suggestive and, at the same time, a 
most eloquent and generous article upon 
the “‘indesiructibility of newspaper prop- 
erty.” Asearly as last Wednesday, and 
while the ruins of Chicago were still red- 
hot, each of the daily journals of the de- 
vastated city, with a single exception, had 
resumed publication; and we have private 
information that the masons have already 
laid the foundation of the new building, 
eontracted for by Mr. Sronv, of the 
Times, to be erected upon the site of the 
old establishment, out of the very ashes of 
Which it is at this moment actually rising. 
Though every newspaper office in Chicago 
was wiped out of existence, all of them, 
except the Times, are able to reappear, 
each having its circulation and advertising 
patronage left it. 

The New York Tribune suggests that 
these will be seriously impaired, as there is 
little in Chicago to advertise, whilst the 
greater number of the Chicago newspaper 
readers are homeless wanderers, scattered 
far and near. 

We are not so sure about this. It is the 
more likely that advertising will be im- 
mensely stimulated by the pressing needs 
occasioned by the universal dislocation of 
business, and, in times of excitement es- 
pecially, the daily journal has become the 
one thing needful after a square meal of 
victuals.. Therefore, though the newspa- 
| per people have lost as much as their 

neighbors—that is, their offices, presses, 
type, and every material thing belonging 
to the outfit of a have

de burned up and is of more value than 
ait the rest of their poseessions combined 
their Goop WILL. It is this which is inde- 
structible, which needs not to be insured, 
which is at once a spiritual element and a 
commercial standard, which comes slowly 
and which does not go easily, being the 
gradual and grudgitig feponse of the peo- 
ple to the patient, toilsomne, honest snd 
mseful work done by the press in the 
service of the public. 

Distrust bf newspaper professions seems 
to be a sort of inherent faculty of the pop- 
ular thought. And with reason, too; for, 
as there is charlatanism in every prefession, 
the newspaper charlatan is the most impu- 
dent and, in a manner, the most slippery 
of charlatans after the medical charlatan. 
The quack doctor pursues his vocation in 
quasi concealment, and has the fears of 
people and the lack of general scientific 
knowledge to aid his unworthy devices. 
He has, therefore, an obvious advantage, 
and sometimes goes undetected for years. 
The legal quack is not so lucky. There is 
n pretty general notion about law and law- 
yers, and the jackleg soon finds himself 
unable to cope with the intricacies of prac. | 
tice and the rough common sense of the 
spectators who crowd our courts of justice. | 
‘The commercial charlatan soon goes by 
the board. But the newspaper business, 
with its rare opportunities for skillful 
hypocrisy, is a favorite and inviting field 
for the charlatan, as well as those who, not 
being charlatans themselves, yet have local 
or temporary need of charlatanism. Al- 
most anything that comes into existence 


by the aid of paper, ink and types, passes 
in courtesy for a newspaper; and though 
experiment of this sort almost universally 
fail, they contrive, whilst they last, to 
make a prodigious splutter and often take 
in the unwary. It is true that they never 
obtain any circulation to speak of until 
years of faithful service have inspired con-

own bottom. Thus fairly established, and 
upon the basis of a popular confidence 
which refuses to come except in its own 
ecHish and leisurely way, the Chicago 
press, amid the wreck and ruin of Chicago, 
reappears bold and strong, its material 
part a thing of yesterday—mere rubbish— 
but its Goop WIUuL a thing of all time, glit- 
tering before each journal like a star let 
down out of the heavens to irradiate the 
gloom of the present and to light its path- 
way into the future. 

All the flames that plowed through the 
furrows of marble, brick and fron were not 
able to singe that Goon Wri. It has not 
so much as a smell of fire upon it; and this 
is a mercy, for without its newspapers—to 
inform it, to correct it, to encourage it— 
what could Chicago do? It could better 
dispense with its gas-lamps than its daily 
journals. They serve its needs at home. 
They carry its necessities abroad. And 
this they do so ably and so honestly as to 
reanimate the public spirit of their own 
people and restore the confidence of all 


We are told that in this hour of uni- 


cago newspaper people have forgot their 
bickerings and are acting under the most 
generous impulse of professional brother- 
hood. This is excellent. Why not al- 
ways? When the office of the Cincinnati 
Enquirer burned down several years ago, 
the most active worker among the fire- 
men was Mr. HatstEap, of the Commer- 
cial, But the two papers afterwards fell 
out. Wherefore? What is there to make 
two honest newspapers quarrel? It is 
an error to suppose that belligerent jour 
nalism is lively. It is simply the recourse 
of those who have nothifig better to offer 
the public. The mass of the people re- 
gard the silly spurts of the every-day edi- 
torial warfare much as they regard the 
blows of the prize-fighter—as a low sort 
of amusement. Indulged too much, as it 
is sure to be, it grows dull and is a bore 
It certainly does not improve the newspa- 
per business, and nobody will deny that 
it is a useless and vulgar scandal, a dis- 
grace to the profession that sets itself to 
teach people morals and manners. 

As a rule, newspaper rage is a sign of 
pecuniary distress. There is no evidence 
ofa want of popular and business appre- 
ciation so sure as habitual illtemper. But 
now and then this chronic lack of amia- 
bility becomes a habit, and when it does 
it diminishes the business of the offender 
in about the same measure that it vitiates 
the sphere in which it revolves. 

The journals of Chicago are at peace. 
They are, for the moment, brothers in dis- 
aster. They are not likely to squabble for 
a long time. May they never squabble 
any more! May each of them emerge 
from its present plight, wiser and better 
than ever it was, and may all of them re- 
enter a career of prosperity in splendid, fire- 
proof establishments, resolved to set the 
journalism of their country an example 
of moderation and gentlemanhood—the 
sure attendants upon an enlightened under- 
standing—as inspiring as the cxample of 
courage and enterprise which they are now 
placing before a world of admiration and 
sympathy. 

They will have a great opportunity fur- 
nished them. They will be watched more 
closely and more critically than ever they 
were. No one doubis that they will come 
out of this dismal business with whole 
bones. Let them come out with clean 
hearts also, with hearts purified for the gi- 
gantic moral responsibility which the re- 
building of such a city as Chicago imposes 
upon them. Harder work and better work 
will be expected of them, and as they have 
always displayed a muscle and dash which 
were equal to anything and everything, let 
them, among other labors, direct their 
energies to the self-inspecting, self-adjust-

Our Local Railway Serviee. 

The election for directors of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad is over. The 
vexed question as to the presidency is set- 
tled. The stockholders and the public 
generally have been treated toa vast amount 
of information in regard to that road, and 
the most casual rezder must have been im- 
preaced with the wealth and magnitude of 
the company. Perhaps nothing was 80 
clearly established as the fact that com- 
peting lines should be constructed at once. 
The usefulness of this great corporation is 
liable to be marrcd by the extent of its 
own power. Nothing could be more dan- 
gerous than the influence of such enor- 
mous wealth and patronage. 
financial and railway combinations are not 
only controllingthe commerce, but in some 
instances are actually dictating the legisla- 
tion, of the couniry. 

Even if there was no cause for such ap- 
prehensions in regard to this road, there 
ere nevel.heless many reasons why others 
should be made, The interests of our city 
and the country generally demand them. 
Railroads are the great necessities of the 
times. That they do more for the devel- 
opment and material prosperity of the 
eSuntry than all other agencies 
combined is conceded, Lut their 
great cost has prevented their 
construction in many parts of our country. 
Our own State has fallen behind some of 
her younger aicters in the march of prog- 
ress. Her resomrees are comparatively 
undeveloped, and we are annually paying 
out millions for products which are most 
abundant within our own border. This 
is equally true of dffferent localities all 
over the world. Hence, the subject has 
received the attention of civil engineers 
and scientific men everywhere; the con- 
siderations of bare, speed, comfort, cost 
of construction, capacity to do busiress 
and durability have all been duly cons'‘d- 
ered. The battle of the gauges“ has been 
fought and we are now at the dawn of the 
era of narrow-gauge roads. As evidence of 
this we have but to mention that recently 
‘the Ohio and Mississippi railroad, be- 
tween Cincinnati and St. Louis, has been 


converted from a broad into a narrow 
gunge, and that, too, at a cost, including 
that of the necess21 7 new rolling st ock, of 
61, 700, 000.“ 

Within the last few weeks the Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati and Lexington roads have 
also been parrowed. We suppose no man 
will be so foolish esto think that the-e com- 
panies took co important a step and incurred 
such heavy expense without being certain 
that it was to their own interest. As to the 
exact width chat is best, there seems to be 
some difference of opinion. We believe, 
however, the best authorities claim that 
the three-foot gauge combines the strong 
points of both systems, with the fewest of 
their disad vanta es. Several thousand 
miles of this gauge are in successful opera- 
tion in other countries, and in this various 
roads are projected. The Denver and 
Rio Grande railway is to be of three fee

at tts late session pasced a rail- 
road law which authorizes the constriction 
of railroads upon the ‘narrow-gauge plan 
without spesia! chart r. a 


company has been formed to construct a 


road with a three-foot gauge from Detroit 
to Bay City, and the work will be begun 
ina few days. But the most important 
indorsement that the narrow-gauge system 
has yet received is that the British gov- 
ernment appointed, in 1869, a commission 
to consider what ¢ uge should be adopted 
for the Indus Valley and other projected 
railways. After r.ore than a year of care- 
ful investigation, is commission has re- 
ported, and the a thorities have adopted 
the width of threc feet three inches for all 
State lines, This action extends the nar- 
row-gauge system to nearly 10,000 miles in 
aggregate length, intending to give all 
needed facilities to vast areas of tcrritory 
and immense populations.” We thus see 
that, although the system is a new one to 
us, itis neverihele-s sufficiently old to have 
been practically tested, and to receive the 
indorsement of some of our shrewdest 
thinking men. We need not grope in the 
dark, if we will only avail ourselves of 
their experience and sagacity. 

But let us cee what are the real advan- 
tages and why the preference is given to 
the narrow-gauge roads’ We might in 
general terms say that it is because they 
perform all the work required of the broad 
gauge with equal speed and comfort, while 
they can be constructed and operated at 
much less cost. In the fl. place there is 
a difference of at least two feet in the width 
of road-beds and the same difference in 
the length of crosc-ties. The saving in 
these two items alone is no inconsidezable 
amount, and is so apparent that the most 
skeptical cannot but acknowledgeit. 2d. 
Supposing the weight of the iron of the 
broad gauge to be fifty-five pounds and 
that of the narrow to be thirty pounds, you 
will have a difference of twenty-five pounds 
on each rail, or fifty pounds of iron on 


| every yard of road. 8d. Weight and cost 


of engines and rolling stock, bridges, &c., 
would be matcrially rcduced; machine 
shops and round-houses are smaller and 
machinery lighter, and of course corre- 
spondingly less expensive. Again, the 
distribution of the load and the weight of 
rolling stock is such that the light rails of 
the narrow will not wear out sooner 
than the heavy ones of the broad gauge, 
hence repairs to the track will be no more 
frequent but much less expensive; but this 
is not all, the greatest saving is in the cost 
of graduation. Mr. Scuui_er, the Chief 
Engineer of the Denver and Rio Grande 
railroad, says that ‘‘graduation in plain and 
comparatively smooth countries is reduced 
30 per cent., in rough countries 50 per 
cent. and in mountainous regions at often 
amounts to a difference between entire 
practicability and impossibility as between 
the two gauges. 

From a publication of M. Batros & Co., 
of Philadelphia, we quote the following 
estimates of the cost of a mile of single 
track, properly proportioned for the 
gauges specified:

These figures, of course, have nothing 
to do with the graduation of the road, or 
the necessary roiling stock. An idea of 
the difference in cost of the roads com- 
plete, with rolling stock, &c.,«nay be got- 
ten by a comparison of the Denver exten- 
sion of the Kansas Pacific railway, built 
under the same engineering supervision as 
the Denver and Rio Grande, the charac- 
ter of the work on the two roads being 
much the same, though that on the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande is somewhat the 
heaviest. The Kansas Pacific uses a rail 
weighing fifty-six pounds per yard; the 
Denver and Rio Grande using rail weigh- 
ing thirty pounds per yard.

These are some oe the reasons; others 
might be given, but we believe they are. 
sufficient. This brings down the cost of 
a road to within the bounds of reasonable 
taxation, and gives us roads which, al- 
though not so broad, are sufficiently so to 
more than do all the work ever likely to be 
offered.

Thus the road could be built without a 
mortgage of one single dollar, and leavea 
balance of $100,000, which would be more 
than sufficient to make up the difference of 
the face of the bonds and the amount for 
which they can be sold. We cannot see 
that these figures are at all unreasonable; 
they allow $1,500 per mile for construc- 
tion more than the Denver and Rio Grande 
railway cost equipped. The city of Louis- 
ville and the counties of Shelby and An- 
derson have already Voted, and we are sat- 
isfied that Mercer and Boyle counties would 
vote the above amounts if their people 
were satisfied that by so doing they would 
certainly get the road. If, however, it is 
ascertained that no terms can be made with 
the Shelby company, why may not the 
Louisville, Harrodsburg and Virginia road 
be revived? This is a more direct route 
than the other, the charter is a most 
liberal one, two of the counties 
through which the road would pass 
have already voted the tax (viz.: Mercer 
$00,000, and Spencer $250,000), the com- 
pany is already organized, this is an auspi- 
cious time to ask assistance from Louis- 
ville, and we confidently believe that a 
well-directed,. determined effort would ac- 
complish all; within two years the iron 
horse would be bounding away from our 
metropolis through Central Kentucky to 
Virginia, and ultimately to the Atlantic 
seaboard. These views are the result of 
some pains taken to investigate the subject, 
and it is hoped that they will at least serve 
to elicit the opinions of those who are 
directly and vitally concerned.
